A. J. Devon, manager of the Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone branch office 
in Waukegan, estimated that over 
1,000 telephones were out of order 
in this area following the storm.

Devon said that almost all of the 
lines were repaired by the follow?

and electrical power lines were dam- 
aged for the most part by falling 
trees and limbs, according^to com- 
pany reports.

CHILDREN SHARE

Veneer Makes Fine Furniture 

In spite of the fact that the art of veneering has been practiced 
since the early Egyptians, one still hears the question aaked, "1m 
veneered furniture as good at solid furniture. The facta given 
here dispell the basis for this question. 

In many respects veneered furniture is better. In fact moat of 
the finest and meet expensive furniture today Is made of hardwood 
veneers just as it was in the past. Furniture made of veneered 
panels is sometimes referred to as plywood or bonded construction. 

Plywood is actually a hardwood sandwich, consisting of five, 
seven, or some odd number of layers. The center, or core, of the 
sandwich is of solid lumber (or similar rigid core stock). In the 
case of a 5«ply panel, a sheet of veneer from a strong but not neces- 
sarily beautiful hardwood is placed on each side of the inner core. 
These sheets of veneer are known as ''cross-banding." Finally, a 
face covering— a veneer of a fine and beautiful cabinetwood — and a 
back veneer are placed over both cross-band layers. The direction 
of the grain in each layer is always at right angles to that of the 
adjacent layer, as indicated by the arrows in the above photo. 

Between each of these layers, as they are assembled, is spread a 
scientifically perfected modem adhesive. Then the entire "sandwich" 
(5 layers with adhesive between them) is placed in a modem high 

Erasure press where, because of the efficiency of the adhesive, the 
ve layers are permanently laminated, or bonded, together. As % 
matter of fact, modem adhesives weld' together the layers of veneer 
and lumber core so indestructibly that under severest stresses the 
wood itself will break long before the adhesive will give away. 
These modem adhesives insure against blistering or splintering. 
For all practical purposes the resulting panel is just as "strong" as 
solid wood with several additional important advantages. 

This crosa-ply construction of plywood properly distributes the 
strength properties of wood, especially for large, flat surfaces. Tests 
prove that pound for pound, hardwood plywood is. stronger than 
steel. Also because of the cross-ply principle, hardwood plywood 
is highly resistant to warpage and dimension changes. 

Inas m uch as only the outer layer, or face veneer, is exposed, 
veneering makes furniture with rare and beautiful hardwood sur- 
faces available at relatively low cost By arranging and matching 
fine wood figures to form the faces of plywood panels, various 
decorative patterns and designs can be incorporated to form beau- 
tiful furniture fronts, tops, etc. 

Let your own good taste decide the choice- -between veneered or 
solid furniture, but have no fear of the durability, stability, and last- 
ing beauty of veneered construction.

A couple's chances of reaching a 
golden wedding anniversary have 
more than doubled since 1900, 
Health Information Foundation re- 
ports. About 150,000 couples now 
celebrate a golden anniversary each 
year, and another 750,000 have al- 
ready had theirs. 

Improved health standards have 
been a major stabilizing influence 
' on marriage and the family in recent 
years, according to Health Informa- 
tion Foundation. Because of de- 
clining death rates, the average 
parent today has a much better 
.■ chance of living to see his children 
grow up; fewer children die; or- 
phanhood has largely disappeared as 
a social problem. 

The number of orphans has 
dropped from 6.4 million in 1920 to 
2.7 million, says the Foundation. Yet 
the child population has risen from 
39 to 60 million in that time, 

A typical child born today has 
25 chances in 1,000 of losing his 
mother by death before he reaches 
18 and 57 chances in 1,000 of los- 
ing his father.

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Circular Wobble Of 
Earth's Poles Does 
Cause Ocean Tides 

LOS ANGELES— An 80-year-old 
theory' that the circular wobble 
of the earth's poles- causes small 
ocean -tides has been confirmed 
with the aid of high-speed com- 
putors. 

In the 1870's, Lord Kelvin, a 
famed British scientist, suggested 
the earth's poles moved In a 
rough circle, approximately 10 feet 
, In diameter, within a 14-month per- 
iod. From this, he postulated that 
the polar motion, called "free nu- 
tation" and akin to the wobbly mo- 
tion of a spinning top, 'should 
create its own ocean tides. 

Proof of this theory had never 
been attempted, largely because of 
the staggering amount of math- 
ematical computations required. 

One scientist long interested in 
this theory has been Dr. Walter 
M. Munk, professor of geophysics 
at the University of California 
Scrfppa Institution of Oceanog- 
raphy and the UCLA Institute of 
Geophysics, Joined by Richard 
Haubrich, graduate student in geo- 
physics, he collected data for the 
last 100 years from each of the 11 
tide stations in Europe, South 
America, the United States and in 
the Indian Ocean. 

Dr. Munk and Haubrich took 
their carload of data to the Nu- 
merical Analysis Research center 
at UCLA for preliminary work 
and then fed the raw material into 
ah aircraft company's high-speed 
computer, which clicked off the 
necessary 260,000,000 mathemat- 
ical computations within one-and- 
one-half hours. 

Interpreting the computed data, 
the two geophyslclsts proved the 
existence of a polar-created tide, 
Independent of the tides caused by 
the sun or moon. 



Executives' Shown 
Healthy At Anybody 

, j CHICAGO— Being an executive 
doesn't necessarily mean thai you 
have high blood presuso or harden- 
ing of the arteries. -^. 

In fact, a recent five-year study I 
of more than 2,000 individuals 
showed that executives had less 
hypertension and e arterlosolerpais 
than did nonexecutive! office work- 
ers of comparable sex, age and 
work environment. 

The authors denned an executive 
as a person dealing with policy for- 
mation and Implementation. The 
1,171 male executives studied 
ranged from "top executives" 
(board directors, corporate officers, 
etc.,) to ♦'minor executives" (divis- 
ion heads, auditors, andTothers). . 

Of the executives, 12.8 per cent 
bad some type of high blood pres- 
sure, as did 15 per cent of the male 
nonexecutive* over 40 years of age. 

Bifocal Lenses Check 
Myopia In Children 

CHICAGO — Bifocal lenses ap- 
pear to be capable of checking the 
progress of myopia, or nearsighted- 
ness, in many of the children who 
are suffering from a very rapid in- 
crease in this visual error, the Bet- 
ter Vision Institute says. 

In a study of ten children who 
wore bifocals, six showed a prompt 
and sustained decrease lit the pro- 
gression of their myopia.

Milk To Chicago 
Delivery Payments , 
Rise in September 

"Dairy farmers of four states de- 
livering milk to Chicago under 
Federal Order 41 will receeive a 
blended price of $3.66 per cwt. of 
3.5 per cent milk delivered to deal- 
ers' plants within the 55-to 70-mile 
zone during September, according 
to Harry L. Edwards, Director of 
Sales for Pure Milk Association. 
The butterfat differential is 7.2 cents 
per point. 

" The $3.66 price includes an addi- 
tional payment of 9 cents per cwt. 
resulting from the agreement ne- 
gotiated with the Chicago milk 
dealers by Pure Milk Association 
last February. . . 

By coincidence, the September 
price is also 9 cents per cwt. higher 
than the price for August milk de- 
livered to the Chicago market. 

This combination of increased 
sales and the superpool premium 
have temporarily countered the ef- 
fect of reduced support prices and 
the increase in production over 
September a year ago. 

Milk production in October is 
showing a gradual rise as produc- 
ers are completing the second 
month of a three—month base-mak- 
ing period provided in Order 41, 
Edwards said. ' 

Production per herd in the area 
near Chicago appears to be running 
about 8 per cent above October 
1957, he added.

Bar Assn. Backs 
Bond Issue For 
Courthouse Plans 

Assured that a new courthouse 
building would include new court- 
rooms, the Lake County Bar Assn. 
has voted unanimously to support 
the $2,550,000 bond issue for a new 
courthouse building. 

Citizens will vote on this bond 
issue Nov. 4. 

The Bar Assn. also decided to ask 
individual solicitations to pay part 
of the cost for a pamphlet on' the 
bond issue to be distributed to the 
public, before the elections. 
- County Board chairman Emmet t 
Moroney promised the new court- 
rooms during a specially called 
meeting of the Board of Governors 
in the Swedish Glee Club last week. 

He said the $29,000 remodeling 
job being done on the present court- 
rooms was simply a temporary 
measure. 

During his speech, Moroney des- 
cribed the possibility of two story 
north and south wings centered by 
a six or seven floor structure. 

The present . tentative plan, he 
said, is for a building with about 
100,000 square feet of floor space. 
The present courthouse has about 
43,000 square feet of floor space. 

Moroney said that the new build- 
ing could be built at one time if 
the bond issue passes in November, 
but would have to be done piece- 
meal if the issue is voted down.

Social Security Checks 
To Go Up in February 

Persons now drawing social secur- 
ity benefits will receive an in- 
creased payment in the check re- 
ceived early in February, says Ber- 
nard Barnctt, district manager of 
the Waukegan social security office. 

The increased payments will be 
made automatically and those draw- 
ing social security checks need not 
contact their social security office. 

The minimum benefit beginning if\ 
1959 will be $33, and a person now 
drawing the maximum of $108.50 
will receive $116 per month. The 
maximum monthly payments to any 
one family formerly limited to $200, 
may now be as much as $254. 

It is not necessary to contact the 
social security office about your 
increased payment. The increase 
will be made automatically.

WASHINGTON— New Guinea Is 
one of the. last strongholds of the 
Stone Age. With its wild jungles, 
rugged mountains, and malarial 
swamps, It Is land that seeems hos- 
tile to man. 

Yet two nations, the Netherlands 
and Australia, hold firmly to their 
respective western and eastern 
halves of the island. Netherlands' 
control of the west dates from the 
early days of the Dutch East India 
Company. Australia administers 
North-East New Guinea and Papua 
under the International Trustee- 
ship System, 

A third country, young Indo- 
nesia, has recently stepped up an 
eight year campaign to acquire 
Netherlands New Guinea, which It 
calls West Iran and claims as part 
of the former, Netherlands East 
Indies.

the richest deposits of native cere- 
monial material ever uncovered In 
the United States. From its cen- 
tral burial chamber, in addition 
to several skeletons, were taken 
many copper axes, copper-covered 
human head masks and blade-like 
objects of wood, atone T-shaped 
and effigy pipes, maces, boat- 
stones, sheet copper plaques and 
ornaments, engraved conch shells, 
textiles, wlokerwork and colled 
basketry, cans matting, stone and 
pottery vessels, and great quan- 
tities of shell and pearl beads. 
>, Most of this material was removed 
, from the mound between 1033 and 
1935 aa a commercial venture de- 
void of any scientific concern, and 
became widely distributed among 
collectors and dealers. Investiga- 
tion of the mound waa subsequent- 
ly completed by the University of 
Oklahoma. 

. The Splro Mound has been var- 
iously dated by radiocarbon meth- 
ods, but is generally believed to 
have been built during the 13th 
or 14th centuries of the Christian 
Bra. It belongs to the Mississippi 
Period of the Southeast, which la. 
the last major archeological per- 
iod preceding the arrival of Euro- 
peans. No traces of European con- 
tact were found In the mound. 
There are many resemblances be- 
tween Its contents and those of the 
Etowah Mound site In Georgia.

Required Equipment 

Two headlights, throwing a white 
light or a yellow or amber tinted 
light with the beam visible for 000 
feet, and at least one red tail light 
visible for 500 feet to the rear. Your 
headlights and taillight must be 
lighted during, the period from sun- 
set to sunrise, if you are driving, on 
the highway or street. . 
. A horn that is audible under nor- 
mal conditions for at least 200 feet. 

When a car or truck is so con- 
structed or loaded as' to obstruct the 
.driver's vision to the rear it must 
be equipped with a rear-vision mir- 
ror located in such a fashion as to 
afford the driver visibility at least 
200 feet to the' rear. 

The windshield - must be unob- 
structed and equipped with a wind- 
shield wiper. 

- Illinois law demands that your 
vehicle be equipped with safety 
glass. 

Your motor vehicle must have 
two separate means of applying 
braking power, that is, a foot brake 
and a hand brake. Each device 
shall be constructed so that it will 
apply braking power to at least two 
wheels, The foot brake must be 
capable of stopping the car within 
30 feet when traveling at 20 miles 
per hour. The hand brake must be 
capable of holding the vehicle on a 
grade. 

Every motor, vehicle must be 
equipped with a muffler in good 
working order and constantly in 
operation to prevent Excessive or 
unusual noise and annoying smoke. 

Illinois law .demands that owners 
of vehicles registered in this state 
must display current valid regis- 
tration plates (license plates) one in 



the front of the vehicle and one on 
the ^rear^ The license ;plate at : the 
rear of the vehicle must be firmly 
attached and during the hours of 
darkness it must; be. lighted (so as to
